Intensive study continues 
on control of wild oats 


Research and experimentation on control of Western 
Canada's most widespread and serious weed, wild oats, will 
be stepped up in Manitoba during the next 12 ronths, it 
is announced by H. E. Wood, chairman of the Manitoba 
Weeds Commission. 2 


Control of the weed, particularly 
by chemicals, has been studied in- 
tensively during the past two 
years. Results of the study are 
now being analyzed and will 
presented at the Western Cana- 
dian Weed Control Conference 


when it it held in Regina, Saskat-| 


chewan, November 29 and 30. 

One year ago a co-operative ex- 
perimental project was planned by 
officials of the University of Mani- 
toba, the Federal and Provincial 
governments, and representatives 
of chemical and grain handling or- 
ganizations, 


The project was carried to eight | 


representative Manitoba farms 


where wild oats were a 


problem. Trials were also carried} 


on by the University of Manitoba 
and at the Dominion Experimental 
Farms at Brandon, Morden and 
Melita. 

Six different chemicals were un- 
der test on these plots with three 
of the chemicals—IPC, TCA and 
3,4-D—showing considerable prom- 
ise. Several new chemicals intro- 
duced early this year also show 
indications of being effective 
against wild oats. 

The year’s experimentation was 
reviewed at a meeting of all co- 
operating agencies held September 
7 in Winnipeg. The meeting was 
called by the Manitoba Weeds 
Commission with the chairman, 
Mr. Wood, presiding and H. A. 
Craig, Manitoba Department of 
Agriculture, acting as secretary.

World demand 
for newsprint 
still climbing 


World demand for newsprint, 
steadily increasing since the Sec- 
ond World War, is expected to 
continue to outpace production for 
many years to come, a. Canadian 
Press story reports. 

“World production of newsprint 
is half as high again as it was in 
the years before the war,” reports 
the Financial Times, ‘yet a world- 
wide shortage of newsprint per- 
sists.” 

The newspaper gives three rea- 
sons: 

1. Destruction of capacity dur- 
ing the war, and the effects of the 
war in retarding the installation 
of new capacity. “Thus although 
Canadian output was considerably 
higher in 1945 than in 1939, total 
world production dropped by more 
than 30 percent.” 

2. The growth of demand has 
been magnified by the “steady 
progress of the world economy 
since the war.” 

3. The high cost of newsprint 
machinery has caused manufactur- 
ers to lag “somewhat behind” the 
growth in demand. 


Man's animals, like man,

Man's animals, like man himself, show ‘a decided tend- 
ency to live longer and grow larger. Dogs, for one, enjoy, 
greater life expectancy. A dog’s life two decades ago ayer- 
aged out at seven or eight years. Now, though there are no 
vital statistics on pets, authorities say the average dog lives 
11 to 13 years, thanks to better foods and veterinary care.

Scientific breeding and feeding 
show even more striking results 
on the farm, the National Geo- 
graphic society says. Beef cattle 
are beefier, milk cows milkier, 
Young pigs and chickens grow 
faster. The entire barnyard stays 
healthier, boosting longevity. 

In only a few cases, and then 
only very gradually, does a breed 
as a whole seem to be getting big- 
ger. Thoroughbred horses 200 
years ago averaged 14 hands high. 
Today that same height would of- 
ficially class the horse as a pony; 
standard race horse height is 1514 
hands, a growth of six inches. 


Whether dogs as a canine fam- 
ily are growing gradually larger 
as one pet-food firm recently sur- 
mised, is doubtful. Selection of 
mates, environment — even dog- 
show trends—can work great 
changes in a given breed. Popu- 
larity of various breeds fluctuates, | 
changing the overall dog popula-| 
tion, But the ancient wolflike wild | 
dogs that fathered man’s first do- 
mesticated animal were quite close | 
in size to dogs of today. 
Horses different 


Horses are a different story. | 
Eohippus, the Dawn horse, grew 
some 45,000,000 years ago scarce- 
ly larger than a big tomcat. Its 
early descendants stood about the} 
size of a fox terrier. 

Even the last “prehistoric” 
the not-quite-extinct wild 
Przewalski’s horse of Asia’s step- 
pes, is only four feet high, pony | 
size. 

It is possible to breed horses— 
cattle, hogs or dogs for that 


or 


matter—downward in size until 
dwarf animals appear. This is | 
done sometimes for sideshows, 


sometimes for serious breeding | 
purposes, Small-sized turkeys for! 
small families are increasingly 
popular, as are hackney ponies for 
horse shows. 

On the other hand, Shetland| 
ponies, shaggy midgets because of | 
long centuries on sparse, cold in-| 
land pastures north of Scotland, 
tend to grow larger generation by 


generation when transported to 
greener fields. 

Neither dogs nor cats, no mat- 
ter how they thrive on today’s 
growth feeds, serums, and wonder 
medicines, are apt to become 
giants or to match man in long- 
evity. 

Dogs rarely live beyond 20 
years; cats — surprisingly enough 
more often, In 1946 a search 
was made for the oldest dog in 
America. Highest authentic age 
found was 26. But one cat-whis- 
kered Methuselah-among-tabbies 
lived to 31. 

Cat longevity in modern times 
doubtless is higher than in the 
superstition-ridden Dark Ages, 
when cats were dropped from the 
highest towers of Flemish towns 
on the second Wednesday of Lent, 
were roasted alive in cages beside 
roaring fires in England, and 
roasted on spits in Scotland—all 
to do* away with the spirits of 
witchcraft.

Start football 


Paul Brown, coach of the mighty 
Cleveland Browns, National Foot- 
ball League Champions, was ask- 
ed to name the most important 
fundamental in football. 

“In many ways,” he answered, 
“Leg drive is the most important. 
It’s certainly a ‘must’ as far as 
I’m concerned.” 

Here's a tip from football’s top 
coach that every player should 
give number one priority for the 
coming season, Now’s the time to 
start developing leg drive—not in 
midseason when you should be 
polishing the things that leg drive 
will make work more effectively 
for you. 

Everyone can develop drive by 
working at it—perhaps not to the 
same degree, but certainly to a 
much higher point than it is at 
now. And it helps you hit harder, 
break tackles easier, and make 
better, more devastating tackles 
and blocks, 

Many players lack drive, it has 
been found, simply because they 
fail to make a conscious effort to 
run hard and with drive. They 
have to get the habit. Leg drive 
consists of driving the foot hard 
into the ground and then con- 
sciously pushing the foot hard 
against the ground in an effort to 
gain propulsion during the run- 
ning action. 

Here’s an effective drill that 
helps teach leg drive. First, the 
athlete runs normally for 25 yards. 
Then he repeats the run, con- 
sciously trying to use as much leg 
drive as he can—really driving his 
foot into the ground and then 
shoving off hard. 

This driving type of running 
will seem awkward at first. But it 
will disappear with continued drill- 
ing as the athlete’s muscles get 
used to the action. So will the 
feelings of fatigue that usually ac-

ALL WORK IS 
GOD'S WORK 


To the intelligent and earnest 
Christian, who knows his New 
Testament, there is no such thing 
as secular work. 

Paul admonished the _ early 
Christians, whether they ate or 
drank, or whatever they did, to 
do all to the glory of God. 

It might seem a strange and 

incongruous conception to one en- 
gaged in work of plain drudgery, 
or to one doing a routine task, 
day after day. A great part of 
the world’s daily work is drud- 
gery, if one thinks of it in that 
way. 
What of the “woman's work,” 
that until the emergence of ap- 
pliances and household helps (in- 
cluding more male participation in 
the work of the home) was 
“never done?” 

Even the work of the artist in 
many instances has its element 
of patient drudgery. 

Drudgery is almost more a mat- 
ter of the spirit than of the 
nature of the work. 

There is a sort of finished 
whole in the work of the world, 
and to have a part of it in the 
right spirit is to achieve a cer- 
tain mastery of life. 

But the glorification of work 
should never justify or excuse un- 
necessary work, or antisocial con- 
ditions under which work is some- 
times done. 

We have moved a long way 
from the days of the exploitation 
of child labor and the worst sweat- 
shop conditions, 

It may be that in many areas 
there is still some way to go, but 
in some respects a major problem 
in an era of shorter hours con- 
cerns the use of leisure as much 
as the conditions of work. 

Work! So necessary, so vital, 
so much man’s co-operation with 
the Great Creator, and with the 
Christ who said, “My Father 
worketh hitherto and I work,”

Dr. Lucas has not been able to 
obtain medical reports substantiat- 
ing the claim of less cancer among 
people eating the Boletus Edulis 
mushrooms in _ Czechoslovakia, 
Germany and Austria. Similar 
folklore about mushrooms is re- 
ported in some areas of Penasyl- 
vania, 

American species of Boletus 
Edulis were not found to have any 
anti-cancer effect in animal tests, 
but chemicals similar to those in 
the European types were extrac- 


\ted from other species of mush- 


rooms growing in the United 
States. 


The best any extract has done 


is to retard growth of tumors in| 


animals,.not to make them shrink 
or disappear.

Agriculture: The second fruit 
crop estimate shows increases of 
24 percent for apples, 13 percent 
for pears, 7 percent for plums 
and prunes, 11 percent for 
peaches, 53 percent for apricots, 
percent for strawberries, 4 per- 
percent for loganberries over 
1954 yields, but decreases of 20 
percent fo rstrawberries, 4 per- 
cent for raspberries and 6 per- 
cent for grapes. There were 3,- 
895,000 turkeys on farms at the 
start of August, 19 percent more 
than at June 1 and 3 percent 
more than a year earlier. 


Food: An 11 percent reduction in 
July put wheat flour production 
in the 1954-55 crop year slightly 
below the preceding year’s level, 
A drop in July put seven-month 
egg production at about last 
year’s level. Nine-city stocks of 
creamery butter, cheddar cheese 
and frozen eggs were above 
last year’s levels at the start of 
September, but holdings of cold- 
storage eggs were smaller. 


Production—A 9.2 percent increase 
in June put industrial produc- 
tion in the first half of this 
year 6.4 percent above the 1954 
level, Half-year mineral output 
was up 13 percent, electricity 
and gas production 10.6 percent 
and manufacturing output 4.8 
percent. 


Transportation: Railway carload- 
ings were up 14.2 percent in the 
August 15-21 period this year 
to put cumulative 1955 loadings 
9.1 percent above the 1954 level, 
Cars received from foreign con- 
nections were up 14.8 percent 
in the August 15-21 interval 
and 12.4 percent in the cumu- 
lative period. 

Travel; 19 percent more motor 
vehicles entered Canada from 
the United States this July and 
seven-month entries were 13 
percent above 1954 level.

Furthermore, section 51 of the Vehicles and High- 
way Traffic Act, states when two vehicles approach 
or enter an intersection at approximately the same 
time—the driver of the vehicle that is on the right 
shall have the right-of-way. 


Make it a habit to approach all intersections with caution and at reduced 
speed, and always give the car on your right the right-of-way. Remember, 
in the event of an accident, failure to yield the right-of-way can result in 
a charge.
